Fasti«g may help your heart. According to two studies 
from Utah's Intermountain Medical Center presented 
recently at the American College of Cardiology's 
scientific sessions, fasting for a day once a month may 
prevent heart disease, insulin resistance and the 
precursor to diabetes. Researchers looked at the habits 
of 200 men and women and they found those who 
fasted once a month were 58 percent less likely to have 
head disease than those who didn't (after thev 
controlled factors such as age, smoking status and 
Wood pressure).
